Armed and it is Not Likely They Will 

He Ousted at All— Stampede of C attle 

on Sight of the Thousands of People. 

Claims Staked Out. 

Arkansas City, Kan., March 15.— “On 
to the strip.” That was the signal for the 
invasion of the Cherokee outlet by the 
anxious lioomers, who have been gath- 
ered on the 1-order of the strip! It 
echoed around the outlet from midnight 
until dawn Friday morning, and when 
the sun rose over the promised land, the 
invasion had fairly begun. All day the 
long lines of canvass-covered prairie 
schooners, with their many crews, drew 
their lengths into the coveted land. 

Twenty Thousand of 'Em. 

It is estimated that from the different 
points of entrance fully 30,003 people 
nave passed the border and half that 
number staked their claims. The strip 
is invaded. 

The invasion came with a rash. No 
one expected it, not even the settlers 
themselves. The tenants of the strip, 
the Cherokee lave Stock association and 
tlie agents, were taken entirely un- 
awares. C’h'ef Mayes, of the Cherokee 
nation, had placed at the disposal of the 
former a contingent of Indian police to 
drive out occasional settlers, but this was 
entirely too insignificant a force to op- 
pose the invaders, and they were power- 
less to cope with the stream of immi- 
grant invasion. 

Troop* C.elrxs. 

The government, so far as known, had 
taken no precautions to arrest a passible 
movement of the settlers, and it was not 
until early Friday morning that the mil- 
itary appeared upon the scene. Capt. 
Burbank, iu command of a binall force 
of Unite.1 States regulars at Oklahoma 
City, marched his force into the strip 
Thursday night to slay the progress of 
the boomers, having been so ordered by 
telegraph. So far as known the force 
had no effect ia retarding the move- 
ment, although nothing of the move- 
ments of the military lias been heard 
since Thursday night At least every- 
body that started from here got there. 

Stuoiiie.le of Cattle. 

On entering the strip the cattle grazing 
there looked upon the unusual secene 
with alarm, turned tail and fled, a stam- 
pede ensuing which the cowboys in 
charge were unable to either check or 
control. The cattle Sed live or six miles 
before the invaders from tli? north, where 
they were met by the b-x>nicra who were 
coming in from Oklahoma. Between 
these two fires they were driven east and 
west. Arriving on the strip the settlers 
disembarked from their schooners and 
staked their claims. , 

THE CALD WELL BOOMERS 

Refuae to Follow »n Army Captain's 

Advice — A I-rocl.matiou. 

St. Lilts, March 15. — The following 
was received from Topeka -Saturday 
morning: The boomers who made Cald- 
well their rendezvous have arranged to 
move on to the strip next Sunday in ac- 
cordance with a proclamation issued by 
their captain. J. W. Nyce, mayor of 
Caldwell" Capt. Burbank, U. S. A., 
has been at Caldwell endeavoring to 
persuade the colonists to delay their 
march untd the government snail give 
its formal consent. 

The colonists, however, are determined, 
and Capt. Nyce says they will move 
Sunday if they have to fight their way 
through. Capt. Burbank has only a 
small troop at his command and lias 
telegraphed for reinforcements, which, 
it is reported, are now on their way 
from Fort Leavenworth by special train. 

They’re Well Armetl. 

Topeka, Kan.. March 15. — Friday 
night it was estimated that 30,001 peo- 
ple have entered the Cherokee strip, and 
that all the troops tiuit can be concen- 
trated there cannot drive them out, as 
they have gone armed with Winchesters, 
shotguns and revolvers, and propose to 
stay. 

Sprung Up a* if By M Ag e, 

PONCO, L T., March '5. — A cor- 
respondent who left Guthrie Friday 
morning, with a ban-1 of boomers found 
on arriving here Friday afternoon a city 
of 5,000 people which liad sprung up as if 
by magic. It is already doing a thriving 
business with hastily improvieed hotels 
and grocery stores. Gamblers are hero 
in full force, and every description of 
Gambling device is on the ground. 
Numerous tights have occurred, but no 
serious trouble lias arisen, although 
everj one is heavily armed. 

Proclamation from the President. 

Washington, March 15. — The presi- 
dent lias issued a proclamation ordering 
intruders on the Cherokee strip to leave, 
as the lands Btill belong to the Indians 
and not to the United States. The Okla- 
homa bill, now pending in congress, 
does not affect the status of these lands. 



Washington, D. C. March 17.— The 
senate is to continue the consideration of 
the lllair E-d acational hill iutermitently 
durin.' ti»e coming week until Thursday, 
wIm'u a vote is to lie had under an ar- 
ran.tcin- -nt made during the last seven 
diii s. Mr. Uluru!, has threatened to an- 
tag -nize the bill with some other meas- 
ure. hut it is not likeiy that the senate 
will agree to lay it aside. There is a 
p-u.-rol desire to get rid of it for it has 
occupied tlie attention of the senate to the 
exclusi -u of other important businecafor 
several weeks, now. Tlie fate of the 
hill is problematical. Mr. Blair claims 
that it will pass by a small majority. 

Senators Aldrich and Faulkner, who 
have taken a great interest in the oppo- 
sition to the bili, believe that there is a 
gool majority of the senate pledged 
against it. They are assured that several 
senators w ho liave voted for the meas- 
ure in past v-ars will vote against it this 
time. They are counting on the votes of 
tlie senators from the new stat s to de- 
feat it. Mr. Hawley is hooked for a 
speech on the hill tins week. Mr. Evaris 
w ill close the general debate. It has 
been agreed that on Thursday at 3 
o'clock Hr. Blair shall be given the floor 
for an hour to make a final appeal in be- 
half of the measure and that debate on 
the amendments sliali be conducted un- 
der the five-minute rule. When the final 
vote on the Bi iir bill lias been taken 
there will l*e a struggle for precedence 
among the friends erf several important 
Measures. 

The sub-committee having in charge 
the McKinley undervaluations bill was 
working hard uj-ou it with a view to re- 
p- -rting it to the finance committee at 
the regular meetiug Tuesday forenoon 
so as to get it into the senate in time to 
antagonize with it any otlier measure 
which may claim right of w ay of the 
Blair bill Among other measures w Inch 
w ill Lc presented are tlie bill for the ad- 
mission of Wyoming into the union, 
tlie Pacific railroad funding bill, tlie 
Sherman anti-trust bill, and the Hale 
bull for tlie increase of the naval estab- 
lishment. The Montana election case 
will he reported to tlie senate early next 
week, and it will have right of way if 
tlie committee feels disposed to press it, 
but it will likeiy go over for a week at 
least. Tlie urgent deficiencv bill, the 
first of the appropriation hills to reach 
the calendar, is now pending, and it will 
he taken up before tlie end of the week 
an<i passed without much del -ate. 

In the secret session the Dolph com- 
mittee may br.ng up something new, al- 
though what it will agree upon is not 
known to the members of the commit- 
tee, yet the examination cf witnesses has 
not been concluded. The committee has 
gone on a new tack recently. A reporter 
for The Washington Star, who was 
railed before the committee, denied that 
he had said, in con versation with the 
sergeant-at-arms of tlie senate, that he 
would tell the Dolph committee where 
certain secret sea-ion leakages were if 
three members of the cornu; UL e w ould 
withdraw. It is understood the com- 
mittee tielieves that this statement can 
Is- controverted, and that it has dis- 
cussed tlie |Kjs-il)il.ty of having the re- 
porter indicted for perjury. Other mat- 
ters to he debated in secret session is the 
contest over the nomination of district 
judge and attornev for the northern dis- 
trict of Florida. Mr. Call lias given no- 
tice that he w-ill ask the senate that these 
nominations be considered with open 
doors. His suggestion doesn't meet with 
much favor, and tlie nominations will 
likeiy be considered in secret session. 

In the house tlie direct tax liill, the 
measure that caused the long dead-lock 
iu the house last year, is to he brought 
up for consideration by the judiciary 
committee some dav tins week. Tlie 
contested eb-ction case of Mudd vs. 
Comp tom. of the Fifth district of Mary- 
land, will be called up either Tuesdav 
or Thursday, if nothing intervenes. It 
w iil be pushed to a conclusion by tlie 
J'e|Hihlu-aus w ho w ill seat Mr. Mudd. 
There is promise of another bitter [-arty 
struggle over this case. On Tuesday 
the election committee expects to take 
action on the case of Bowen vs. Buchan- 
an. of the Tenth district of Virginia, and 
there is a chance that it will aLo be 
brought up in the house and dispwed of 
before the week lias passed. 

To-day is the day on which commit- 
tees arc privjlegcd to bring up bills and 
have them dis|>osed of under susiiension 
of rules. Saturday will be devoted to 
eulogies on the life of the late Represen- 
tative Gay, of Louisiana. There is a 
probability that pension bills will be 
brought up for oouaideration and tlie 
outlook is for a bus \ week.

A BRIDGE GIVES WAY 



Seven Workmen Fall Thirty Feet at Glen 
Fi»!U, N. Y.— Two Killed. 

Glen Falls, N. Y., March 15. — At 
10:'d0 Saturday morning an old wooden 
bridge across the Hudson river, connect- 
ing this city with South Glen Falls, gave 
way, precipitating seven workmen to 
the rocks beneath, a distance of thirty 
feet. Two men were instantly killed, 
and their bodies rolled into the river and 
floated away. Their names are Nelson 
Sanscoui, a 'workman, and George Carr, 
a mail carrier, who was standing on 
the bridge watching the work. Carr's 
body was recovered a half mile down 
the river; that of Sanscoui has not been 
found. 

Four workmen were injured. Thomas 
Holleran's leg was broken, and he was 
otherwise bruised and injured. The 
names of the other three have not yet 
been learned. They are known to have 
been badly injured. These four men 
were saved from <1 rowing by climbing 
to logs and floating down the river. 
They were rescued by men in boats a 
mile below the wrecked bridge. The 
bridge was being torn down to make 
way for the new iron bridge which has 
"been the subject of exciting litigation 
between the towns of Queenabury mod 
Moreau lor several years.

AMITIES 15IG FACTORY OPPOSES HIGH 
TARIFF. 

The Sparrow I’omt Steel works 
at Baltimore are complaining long 
and loud over the effects of high 
tariff. They import ores Irom Cuba 
to mix with home ores. They are 
compelled to pay annual duty to 
the U. S. Government in the sum 
of $750,000. They want a reduc- 
tion in the tariff on ore, and 
wouldn't mind having ores put on 
the free list. The people of Balti- 
more also complain, saying if ore 
were allowed to enter duty free, 
that more ships would come to 
bring ore, and while there would 
load with commodities for the re- 
turn trip, thus improving every 
branch ol trade. The high tariff 
must go. 

THE NEW LAW UF PROPERTY OF 
MSB AND AND WIFE. 

Two weeks ago we called atten- 
tion to Senator Lindsay's bill to 
equalize the property rights of 
husband and wife, which had then 
passed the Senate. 

The bill has passed the House 
and become a law. By its provis- 
ions. all the property of a woman 
at the time of her marriage, or 
that thereafter becomes hers, both 
real and personal, continues hers, 
and is not subject to any debts of 
her husband, either ante or post 
nuptial. Upon the death ol the 
husband, the wife takes a life in- 
terest in one half of his real estate, 
and full and absolute possession of 
one half of his personal property. 
It. however, the wife prefers it, 
she may elect to take her regular 
dower interest. At the death of 
the wife, the husband takes a life 
interest in one half her real estate, 
and receives one Half of her per- 
sonal property. The wife may de- 
vise by will her property. 

-YOl ARE A LIAR. - ’ 

This is what Woman's Rights is 
fast leading to. If women must 
talk politics, and mix up with the 
things that make men coarse and 
bad, they will be no better 
than men — in fact not near so good. 
A Washington special in Sunday’s 
Courier Journal, says : 

Au exciting and picturesque episode 
•Kjcurred on the streets liere this week. 
Mrs. OrmistoD Chant, the celebrated 
English female suffrage advocate, has 
lieen one of the most entertaining 
s|(eakers iu the National Association 
meeting, and Niiss Molly Desha, of 
Aiexingtou, Ky., now a resilient of 
Washington, has also taken intense in- 
terest in the proceedings and made one 
speech herself. Among other things 
Mrs. Chant went into the colored race 
problem and served the Southern peo- 
ple pretty severely. Miss Desha met 
Mrs. Chant by chance in the street and 
told her in a pleasant but earnest sort 
of way that she bad been misinformed 
as to slavery aod the feeling between 
the colored people and the white |<eo- 
pie in the South. Mrs. Chant then said 
that Miss Desha’s hell in the uext 
world would he to have to associate 
with the black souls she repudiated in 
this life. Miss Desha then said we have 
not treated the colored people half as 
had as you have the Irish and that will 
be your hell in the next world. Mrs. 
Chant then drew herself up and delib- 
erately said : 

“You ar a liar.” 

Miss Desha says her right arm ting- 
led, but she restrained herself and told 
Mrs. Chant she was not a lady and that 
she could Dot talk with her and they 
separated witiiout blows. 

Mrs. Chant is the guest of the Rev. 
Mr. Miekin, of the Epiphany church, 
and Mias Desha lias wrilleu a note to 
him statiug I lie occurrence and that his 
guest is not a lady. Mrs. Chant is not 
iu very good tuue herself over the 
•flair. 

WHISKY. 

A complete tabulated statement of 
the amount of whisky produced iu the 
past three years lias been recently com- 
piled by Geo. C. Buchanan, tbe whisky 
broker, at 129 West Main 8 treet. The 
statement shows, in addiliou to the 
quantity produced in the past three 
years, the amount remaiuiug in the 
bonded warehouses, and the probable 
amount of production this year, basing 
the calculation on llie quantity made 
during the month of January, beyond 
which it ie not believed |>nesible that 
production can he increased. 

The last collection year closed on 
June SO, 18(0, and all definite statistics 
as to tlie quantity manufactured in tbe 
previous year shows au Increase over 
the year of 1883 of more than 200 per 
cent. Tbe production iu tlie State by 
districts for year ending J uue 30 was as 
follows Second district, 2492,585 gal- 
lons ; Fifth district 13202.453 gallons ; 
Sixth district. 4,148,588 galious; Sev- 
eetb district. 3,804.536 gallons ; Eighth 
district. 1,587,340 gallons, making a 



grand total of 25,130,501 gallons. It 
will be observed from the above statis- 
tics that the Fifth district, which is the 
one composed of Louisville and Jeffer- 
eon county, made over a million gal- 
lons more in the last fiscal year than 
all the remainder of the State combin- 
ed. Si oce the close of the fiscal year 
including the mouth of January of the 
present year, the product was 12,99S,- 
607 gallons. Of this amounts one-third, 
or 4,470,031 gallons was made in last 
January, which is said to be the great- 
est number of gallons ever produced in 
one mouth in this State. Using the 
production of Jauuary as a basis, it is 
estimated that during the remaining 
five months of the present fiscal year 
19,790.539 additional gallons will be 
manufactured, matting the total pro- 
duction for the fiscal year of 1889-’90 
reach the enormous amount of 32,798,- 
146 gallons. This shows a wonderful 
increase in the output of the distilleries, 
hut as all are constantly increasing 
their capacity, and new ones are con- 
tinually building, a considerably in- 
creased production may he expected 
next year. 

Togivesomean idea of how this large 
amount cau be made, it is only neces. 
sary to state that the daily capacity of 
all the distilleries in operation iu Ken- 
tucky on last January l»t. was 135,000 
gallons. It can he seen (hat if they 
should all run 300 days iu the year that 
a much larger amount than tlmtaUive 
stated could be pn-duced annually 
without increasing the capacity or 
building an v more distilleries. It may 
he of interest to note the quantity of 
whisky that will probably he in the 
bonded warehouses by June 30th, the 
close of the present fiscal year. Of the 
crop of 1S87, it is estimated that there 
will remain 3,500,000 gallons; crop of 
1888, 2.500,000 ; crop of 1889, IS.000,000; 
crop of 1890. 29.000,000 ; making a total 
of 53,000,000 gallons. 

The anticipation of this large stock 
on hand, ready to be placed upon t lie 
market at any time, carried some fear 
in the minds of prominent producers 
and dealers that an overproduction 
was threatened. A note of warning was 
sounded several months ago to this ef- 
fect, hut the trade beiug exeeediugly 
lively no considerable portion o( those 
interested could be brought to regard it 
iu this light and nothing came of the 
warning. On the other hand several 
of the best distillers in the city express- 
ed the opinion that there was not the 
slightest danger of au over-production. 
It is argued that the demand for Keo- 
tucky whisky is increasing in the same 
proportion as the productiou, and if 
there is any difference the demand has 
increased faster.— Courier -Journal. 

BEST TIME TO ADJOIRX- 

A joint resolution, offered by Mr. 
Richardson, Representative from Meade 
county, lies on the Clerk’s desk. This 
resolutiou fixes Marcli 31st, 1890, for 
final adjournment of this General As- 
sembly. March 31 isn good time to ad- 
journ, as is an earlier day, provided tbe 
bu-duess necessary to he transacted is 
finished. If, however, tbe business iu 
hand, and to appear, seems to require 
tiie presence of the General Assembly 
at the Capital until April 30tb, or May 
31st, then either of these days is a bet- 
ter day for adjournmeut sine die than 
March 31st, or an eailier day. This 
seems to us to be about the proper way 
to look at the matter.— Frankfort Cap- 
ital.

At a Hireling of the Democratic State 
Central aud State Executive Commit- 
tee*», held in Ihe parlora of the Phoenix 
Hotel, iu Lexiugton, ou Wednesday, 
November 6 ili, 1889, it waa ordered that 
the Democrats of Keutucky meet iu a 
delegate convention in the city of Lou- 
isville, at 12 o’clock, M , on Ihe 28ili 
day of May, 1890, for the purpose of 
nomiuatiug a candidate for Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals, to be voted for at the 
August election of 1890.

The origin of the grippe, which 
has caused bo many deaths in the 
United States, is traced by a corres- 
pondent of the Loudon Times, upoo 
what appears to be probable grouuds, 
io tbe insanitary conditions, coupled 
with famine, produced by floods 
throughout an immense extent of thick- 
ly inhabited country iu Eastern Asia 
about two years ago. The great flood 
in tiie province of Honan. China, 
caused, it will be remembered, by the 
bunting of ttie banks of the Hoang Ho 
or Yellow river, spread over an area of 
ationl 4,700,000 acres and caused a loss 
of life from drowning estimate)] at from 
one lo seven millions. Iu October, 
1888, the new- embankment, construct- 
ed at enormous cost, was swept away 
by a euui mer flood, inundating a sec- 
ond time a vast extent of low-lying 
fertile laud. Later iu the same year 
there were terrible floods in Manchuria, 
impoverishing hundreds of thousands 
and producing, as reported at the time, 
much illness and fever. 

The effects of the Koatig Ho flood 
were socially disastrous. During the 
summer of 1889 there was great distress 
iti the tow ns aud villages elevated 
above the plain and spared by the 
flood, but deprived of their means of 
living, the fertile laud having been 
covered by the yellow mud brought 
down by the swollen river. The great 
level area was dried up by the intense 
summer heat of this region, but was 
no longer capable of supporting a large 
population. The result was tiiat the 
survivors were compelled to live upon 
roots, grasses and anything tiiat could 
be picked up until relief was provided. 
While tarnishing they were eiqiosed lo 
the countless millions of organic spores 
developed in the marshy water of the 
flooded area, which must have been 
thick with the manure and refuse of a 
dense population. “It would not have 
been surprising," says the correspond- 
ent of the Times, “if some malarious 
disease had been strongly develo{>ed in 
these uuusual conditions, aud the pe- 
culiar character of the rich earth from 
which the Yellow river derives its 
name would be likely to give rise to in- 
fective organisms differing from those 
common to marshy districts iu tropical 
and temperate climates. There appears 
to be reason for supposing that tiie 
present epidemic of influenza had its 
source iu tbe dried-up surface of the 
sodden soil of the province of Honan." 
The data now at hand suffice to mark 
out Chiua or Siberia as t lie breeding 
ground of the di-ease, but future inquiry 
may justify tbe more exact iocatiou 
here suggested. The westward course 
of the grippe lias been already to gome 
extent traced. As eatly as October 15 
it was at Tomsk, 2,000 miles east of St 
Petersburg. By November 15 nearly 
tbe whole of European Russia was af- 
fected. In December it was in the 
chief cities of Western Europe, having 
been carried, it appears, iu letters, par- 
cels and articles of merchandise. Be- 
ing iuten-ely infectious it has spread 
witli great rapidity by reason, it is 
tiiougbt, of the improved facilities for 
travel and transportation of goods at 
the present dny. A comparison of the 
dales of former epidemics and Chinese 
floods indicates the causal relation 
above suggested. The epidemic of iu- 
ffiieuzt iu Europe in 1832-3 was pre- 
ceded by great thiods in Chiua, which 
occurred iu 1830-1, aud that of 1854-3 
was preceded by tbe floods of 1851-3. 
Whether the epidemics of 1833, 1837 
aud 1847 were similarly associated with 
Chinese inundations remains lo be as- 
certained by study of (lie Chinese flood 
record. The nature of the grippe poiuts, 
it is held, to “a malarious origin among 
ill fed people." Be this as it may. it 
did uut, it is believed, originate in Eu- 
rope or Nortli America.

Dr. A. W. Clement read an admira 
ble paper on the “Inspection of Meat 
and Milk, with especial reference to 
Tuberculosis." He said : 

In Baltimore for 1888-89, the total 
deaths of cattle were 8,703, of which 
1,147 were from tuberculosis. New 
York for the same year had 5,913 deaths 
from consumption, and tiiat ouly of the 
lungs. There is a reason to believe that 
many deaths from the same infection 
that affect other parts of the body than 
the lungs do uol appear iu their proper 
proportion iu these death rates. 

At the Berlin abattior, wbie.i proba- 
bly furnishes the most trustworthy 
statistics iu existence, tbe official re- 
port for the years 1887-88sIiowh that iu 
a total of 90,000 animals tuberculosis 
was detected in 4,300 cattle uud iu 
twice as mauy pigs, aud, ou accouut ol 
same disease. 8,322 parte of animals 
were withheld from consumption and 
2,400 entire carcasses were rejected. Iu 
the quarantine limits of Baltimore in 
1888 add 1889, post-inoitem examina- 
tions were made on 5,297 cows. They 
showed 159 cases of tuberculosis or over 
three per cent. The experiments of 
Drs. Ernst aud Peters have proved 
titat the milk of tuberculous cews may 
convey iufectioti even witeu (he udder 
is free of tuberculous lesions. 

Prof. Peuch made feediug and inocu- 
lation experiments with unboiled milk, 
uncooked meat, and with juice of ani- 
mals dead from the disease. Tbe con- 
clusions reached were that milk and 
juice were both virulent. He said, fur- 
ther, that at a mteting of the Iuter- 
nationai Veterinary Congress in 1889, 
resolutions were passed that the con- 
sumption by meu and auimals of meat 
from tuberculous animals should be 
prohibited, and it be possible to place 
ouly such meat for sale us has been 
recommended by the veteriuary inspec- 
tors after slaughter iu public abattoirs, 
and examination before and after death. 
Resolutions similar to these were adop- 
ted at the Uuittd States Veterinary 
Medical Association ill 1889.— Balti- 
more Sun.
